Her exports will in 
addition bear an export duty of 13 « 
per cent that will go to the allies. 
On the basis of last year’s exports 
this would give the allies 1,250,000,- 
000 gold marks or 12 per cent of 
whatever money in which the ex- 
ports are paid for. Thus it is esti- 
mated the first payment made by 
Germany will be 3,250,000,000 gold 
marks, the export tax being paid en- 
tirely in cash. , 

It is pointed out that besides bé- 
ing a sure method of collection of 
the reparations it will act as a pro- 
tective tariff in countries that are 
neighbors of Germany which are 
likely to be flooded with goods made 
in Germany at a very low cost of 
production because of the relatively 
low value of the mark and which 
consequently can be offered in for- 
eign markets at very low prices in 


| foreign money. 


The penalties agreed upon by the ~ 
council for violations by Germany 
will apply to all the agreements 
alike—reparations, disarmament and 
coal deliveries. A strong feature’ of 
the reparations plan from the 
French point of view is that it aaso- 
cites the Allies in the benefits of 
Germany's prosperity.

MEMORIAL IS POSTPONED 


Settling of Terrace and Approaches 
Will Require Underpinning Be- 
fore Fomnal Ceremony.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 29.—Plans 
for dedication of the Lincoln Memio- 
rial, erected at a cost of $3,000,000, 
to the memory of the martyred Pres- 
ident, have been postponed indefi- 
nitely. In announcing the delay 
aay the commission said the founda- 
tions of the terrace and approaches 
were settling and would have to be 
underpinned An additional appro- 
priation of $363,000 was asked of 
Congress for this work. The founda- 
tion of the structure itself is laid on 
bedrock, but the approaches and ter 
races rest on concrete slabs laid in 
filled-in ground. 

Original plans allowed from nine 
to °4 years for settlement, but eng!- 
neer officers said today there was no 
indication how much longer it will 
continue. Former President Taft, 
who presided at today’s meeting of 
the commission, said no attempt was 
niade to set a date for the dedica- 
tion.

OW comes another distinguished Npaniard, in 

addition to the novelist, Ibanez, with a con- 

tribution towards enahling Americans io see 

ourselves as others see us. He ts Prof. George 
Santayana—a rame honored 5y scholars all over the 
world; and his observations are contained in his latest 
book, “Character and Opinion in the United States” 
(Scribner's). : 

Prof. Santayana, born in Spain, of pure Spanish 
blood, was educated at Harvard University, became @ 
professor there, lived in this country for 40 years, 
with some intervals of absence, and learned to write 
English with a mastery which few Americans have 
equaled. Since 1912 he has restded in London. 

He is a sharp but.urbane critic, combining the most 
searching candor with the most genial temper. “Faith- 
ful are the wounds of a friend” might have been the 
notto of his volume, characteristic certracts of which 
are given herewith: 


HIS soil is propitious to every seed, and tares 

must needs grow in it; but why should it not also 
breed clear thinking, honest judgment and rational! 
happiness? These things are indeed not necessary to 
existence, and without them America might long re- 
main rich and populous, like many a barbarous land 
in the past; but in that case its existence would be 
hounded, like theirs, by falsity and remorse. May 
heaven avert the omen, and make the new world a bet- 
ter world than the old! In the classical and romantic 
tradition of Europe, love, of which there was very 
little, was supposed to be kindled by beauty, of which 
there was a great deal: perhaps moral chemistry may 
be able to reverse this operation, and in the future 
and in America it may breed beauty out of love. 


IVILIZATION is perhaps approaching one of those 

long winters that overtake it from time to time. 
A flood of barbarism from below may soon level all 
the fair works of our Christian ancestors, as another 
flood 2000 years ago leveled those of the ancients. Ro- 
mantic Christendom—picturesque, passionate, unhappy 
episode—may be coming to an end. Such a catastrophe 
would be no reason for despair. Nothing lasts for- 
ever; but the elasticity of life is wonderful, and even 
if the world lost its memory it could not lose its youth. 
Under the deluge, and watered by it, seeds of all sorts 
would survive against the time to come; even if what 
might eventually spring from them, under the new 
circumstances, should wear a strange aspect. In a 
certain measure, and unintentionally, both this de- 
struction and this restoration have already occurred 
in America. There is much forgetfulness, much cal- 
low disrespect for what is past or alien; but there is 
a fund of vigor, goodness and hope such as no nation 
ever possessed before. In what sometimes looks like 
American greediness and jostling for the front place, 
all is love of achievement, nothing is unkindness; it is 
a fearless people, and free from malice, as you might 
see in their eyes and gestures, even if their conduct 
did not prove it. 


-——_— - ——— 


HE luckless American who is born a conservative, 

or who is drawn to poetic subtlety, pious retreats 
or gay passions, nevertheless has the categorical excel- 
lence of work, growth, enterprise, reform and pros- 
perity dinned into his ears: every door is open in this 
direction and shut in the other; so that he either folds 
up his heart and withers in a corner—in remote places 
you sometimes find such a solitary gaunt idealist—or 
else he flies to Oxford or Florence or Montmartre to 
save his soul—or perhaps not to save it. 

S self-trust may pass-into self-sufficiency, so op- 

timism, kindness and good will may grow 
into a habit of doting on everything. To the 
good American many subjects are sacred: sex is 
sacred, women are sacred, children are :.cred, busi- 
ness is sacred, America is sacred, Masonic lodges and 
college clubs are sacred. This feeling grows out of 
the good opinion he wishes to have of these things, and 
serves to maintain it. If he did not regard all these 
things as sacred he might come to doubt if they were 
wholly good.

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chief natural features, but also the moral emptiness of 
a settlement where men and even houses are easily 
moved about, and no one, almost, lives where he was 
born, or believes what he has been taught. Not that 
the American has jettisoned these impedimenta in 
anger; they have simply slipped from him as he moves. 
Great empty spaces bring a sort of freedom to both 
soul and body. You may pitch your tent where you 
will; or if you ever decide to build anything, it can 
be in a style of your own devising. You have room, 
fresh materials, few models and no critics. 


HE American is imaginative; for where life is in- 

tense, imagination is intense also. Were he not 
imaginative he would not-live so much in the future. 
But his imagination is practical, and the future it fore- 
casts is immediate; it works with the clearest and least 
ambiguous terms known to his experience, in terms of 
number, measure, contrivance, economy and speed. 
He is an idealist working on matter. Understanding as 
he does the material potentialities of things, he is suc- 
cessful in invention, conservative in reform and quick 
in emergencies. All his life he jumps into the train 
after it has started and jumps out before it has stopped; 
and he never once gets left behind, or breaks a leg. 
é Idealism in the American accordingly goes hand 
in hand with present contentment and with foresight 
of what the future very likely will actually bring. 
He is not a revolutionist; he believes he is already on 
the right track and moving towards an excellent 
destiny. 


O be poor in order to be simple, to produce less in 

wder that the product may be more choice and beau- 
tiful, and may leave us less burdened with unneces- 
sary duties and useless possessions—that is an ideal 
not yet articulate in the American mind; yet here and 
there I seem to have heard a sigh after it, a groan at 
the perpetual incubus of business and shrill society. 


HE American can detect sharp practices, because 

he is capable of them, but vanity or wickedness in 
the ultimate aims of a man, including himself, he can- 
not detect, because he is ingenuous in that sphere. 
He thinks life splendid and blameless, without stop- 
ping to consider how far folly and malice may be in- 
herent in it. 


F I am compelled to be in an office (and up to 

business, too) from early morning to late afternoon, 
with long journeys in thundering and sweltering trains 
before and after and a flying shot at a quick lunch be- 
tween, I am caught and held both in soul and body; 
and except for the freedom to work and to rise by 
that work—which may be interesting in itself—I am 
not suffered to exist morally at all. My evenings will 
be drowsy, my Sundays tedious, and after a few days’ 
holiday I shall be wishing to get back to business 
Here is as narrow a path left open to freedom as is 
left open in a monastic establishment, where bell and 


book keep your attention fixed at all hours on the 
hard work of salvation. Those, too, who may escape 
this crushing routine—the invalids, the ladies, the 
fops—are none the less prevented by it from doing 
anything else with success or with a good conscience; 
the bubbles must also swim with the stream. 


VEN what is best in American life is compulsory— 

the idealism, the zeal, the beautiful, happy unison 
of its great movements, You must wave, you must 
cheer, you must push with the irresistible crowd; other- 
wise you will feel like a traitor, a soulless outcast, a 
deserted ship high and dry on the shore. In America 
there is only one way of being saved, though it is not 
peculiar to any of the official religions, which them- 
selves must silently conform to the national orthodoxy, 
or else become impotent and merely ornamental. This 
national faith and morality are vague in idea, but in- 
exorable in spirit; they are the gospel of work and 
the belief in progress. By them, in a country where 
all men are free, every man finds that what most mat- 
ters has been settled for him beforehand. 


NTHUSIASTS for democracy, peace and a League 

of Nations should not deceive themselves; they are 
not everybody's friends; they are the enemies of what 
is deepest and most primitive in everybody. They in- 
spire undying hatred in every untamable people and 
every absolute soul. 

HE circumstances of his life hitherto have neces- 

sarily driven the American into moral materialism; 
for in his dealings with material things he can hardly 
stop to enjoy their sensible aspects, which are ideal, 
nor proceed at once to their ultimate uses, which are 
ideal, too. He is practical as against the poet, and 
worldly as against the clear philosopher or the saint. 
The most striking expression of his materialism is usu- 
ally supposed to be his love of the almighty dollar; 
but that is a foreign and unintelligent view. The 
American talks about money, because that is the sym- 
bol and measure he has at hand for success, intelli- 
gence and power; but as to money itself, he makes, 
loses, spends and gives it away with a very light heart. 
To my mind, the most striking expression of his ma- 
terialism is his singular preoccupation with quantity. 
If, for instance, you visit Niagara Falls, you may expect 
to hear how many cubic feet or metric tons of water 
are precipitated per second over the cataract; how 
many cities and towns (with the number of their in- 
habitants) derive light and motive power from it; 
and the annual value of the further industries that 
might very well be carried on by the same means, with- 
out visibly depleting the world’s greatest wonder or 
injuring the tourist trade. . Nor is this in- 
sitence on quantity confined to men of business. The 
President of Harvard College, seeing me once by 
chance, soon after the beginning of a term, inquired 
how, my classes were getting on; and when I replied 
that I thought they were getting on well, that my men 
seemed keen and intelligent, he stopped me as if I was 
about to waste his time. “I meant,” said he, “what is 
the number of students in your classes?” 


HERE is one gift or habit, native to England, that 

has not only been preserved in America unchanged, 
but has found there a more favorable atmosphere in 
which to manifest its true nature—I mean the spirit of 
free co-operation. .. . Together with the will to 
work and prosper, it is of the essence of Americanism, 
and is accepted as such by all the unkempt polyglot 
peoples that turn to the new world with the pathetic 
but manly purpose of beginning life on a new prin- 
ciple. Every political body, every public meeting, 
every club, or college, or athletic team, is full of it. 
Out it comes whenever there is an accident in the street 
or a division in a church, or a great unexpected emer- 
gency like the late war. The general instinct is to run 
and help, to assume direction, to pull through somehow 
by mutual adaptation, and by seizing on the readiest 
practical measures and working compromises. Each 
man joins in and gives a helping hand, without a pre- 
conceived plan or a prior motive. All meet in a genu- 
ine spirit of consultation, eager to persuade, but ready 
to be persuaded, with a cheery confidence in their 
average ability, when a point comes up and is clearly 
put before them, to decide it for the time being, and 
to move on. It is implicitly agreed, in every case, that

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“Pocket-mouthed Meg,” as contemporaries called Duchess Mar- 
garet of Tyrol, dismissed one husband, was accused of poison- 
ing another and a son, defended her castle against invaders, 
defied the Pope and was the subject of much scandal — An 
ancient portrait of her, just sold in London, recalls strange 
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N A FAMOUS London auction room there was 
sold, recently, a portrait of Margaret, Duchess 
of Tyrol. Born some 600 years ago, her mem- 
ory has come down through the centuries for 
several reasons, some of them scandalous, and 
makes the sale of this ancient, painted panel 
an incident of more than ordimary interest. 

She was “the ugliest woman in history.” 

This undoubtedly was applied to her 
first by some of the numerous personal enemies 
whom she acquired during a career that earned con- 
siderable notoriety, even in the Middle Ages. And a 
copy of the portrait, reproduced herewith, will re- 
ceive more than a passing glance from persons who 
enjoy “Alice in Wonderland,” since it was the origi- 
nal from--which John Tenniel drew the familiar, and 
hideous, countenance of the Duchess in his illus- 
trations for Lewis Carroll's masterpiece. 

Does the startling, even shocking, ugliness of this 
face affect the money value of the painting? For 
although it is the work of Quentin Matsys, a ceie- 
brated Flemish painter, the price for which it sold at 
the auction was “comparatively moderate,” as com- 
pared with the fame of the painter. 

Duchess Margaret’s nickname among her contem- 
poraries was ‘“Maultasche,” usually rendered as 
“Pocket-mouthed Meg,” or sometimes as ““Wide-mouthea 
Meg.” And although she was a great figure in her 
day, the portrait indicates that the ill-matured nick- 
mame was deserved, as far as actual appearance 
counted. 

Another story is told of the way this nickname 
started. In the everyday speech of her time, say 
the historians, ‘“maultasche” meant a box on the ear. 
During a youthful squabble with ber ducal cousins 
from the house of Wittelsbach, Bavaria, just such an 
indignity was bestowed upon her, and perhaps the 
cuff, even if it did not result in the: nickname, had 
even more important results in tite history of her 
country. 


For an act of Duchess Margaret herself, -in the lat-_ 


ter part of her tumultuous life, handed Tyrol over 
to the Hapsbures and made that beautiful land the 
property of the imperial Austrian family until the 
great war caused dynasty and dual empire alike to 
become things of the past. 

Duchess Margaret was born in 1318, the only child 
of Henry, Duke of Tyrol and Carinthia, who aiso 
claimed but failed to enforce his title to be King of 
Bohemia. From early childhood the ugtiest and pef- 
hape the richest heiress in Europe at that time, her 


wards formed a considerable portion of Austria. 


Margaret herself was kept a 
prisoner in her_own castle of Tyrol, the ruims of 


-which are still gazed upen with wonder by tourists, 


or “summer swallows,” as the present Tyrolese call 

them. 
Oye whd studies the portrait of Duchess Margaret 
that she would not endure such a situation 
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long. Taking advantage of the first 
time when Charles was out of the 
country and John was on a hunting 
trip, she chased the Bohemian cour- 
tiers from her castle of Tyrol and 
barred its deors against her spouse 
when he returned. 

More, she shouted down from the 
castle wall to ber husband that the 
sooner he followed his fellow coun- 
trymen the better she would be 
pleased. As she previously had hint- 
ed at reprisals for the torture to 
which her brother Albert had been 
subjected, John promptiy left the % 
country. 

Meanwhile, Leuis, Emperor of the 
Hely Roman Empire and ruler of 
Bavaria, had been looking with en- — 
vious eyes upon Margarets vast ter- 
ritories. Although “The Church of 
Rome refused to annu! the former 
marriage to Johan, the Emperor and 
his son, also named Louis, felt strong 
enough to brave the wrath ‘of the 
Pope, to- whom John had appealed. 
and who threatened excommunication 
if the proposed marriage were not 
dropped. Margaret stood firm. 

Finally, Emperor Louis persuaded 
the Bishop of Freisingen both to an- 
nul the first marriage and celebrate 
the second. Accompanied by a great 
train, including the Bishops of Augs- 
burg and of Regensburg, also numer- 
ous powerful nobles, the Emperor set 
out in the depths of winter for Tyrol. The weath 
ér was severe, and much snow rendered the 
journey one of unusual hardships. particularly over 
the difficult Brenner and Jaufen passes. 

The party were already in sight of the Valley of 
Meran (then the capital of Tyrol}, when an avalanche 
killed the Bishop of Freisingen and his horse, as well 
as several other persons. Terror seized upon the 
Other clerics, who saw in the occurrence a direct puf- 
ishment from heaven, and one and al! they uttered an 
absolute refusal to-carry out the Emperor's behest. 

That determined monarch, however, was not to be 
swerved from his course. The party continued on to 
the castle of Tyrol, and the wedding ceremony was 
performed (at the point of a sword, it is said) by the 
castle chaplain. The chaplain, however, insisted that 
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Tyrol Castle, from which Duchess Margaret 
shut out her first husband and which 
later she defended in a siege. 
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Margaret, Duchess of Tyrol, who was nicknamed “Maul- 
tasche” or “Pocket-mouthed Meg,” as de-

all the sacred vessels should be removed from the 
chapel first. 

Meanwhile, the course of events had aroused the 
minds of the people, and later events seemed to justify 
their fears. For three years, incredible swarms of 
locusts destroyed all the crops, in spite of every means 
of exorcism. Then unprecedented floods swept through 
the richest valleys, and terrific landslides destroyed 
counttess vineyarps and fields. 

Afterwards came the terrible earthquake of 1544, 
which killed thousands of people, and hardty had the 
Tyrolese recovered from that shock when the Black 
Death began to ravage the country. In some of the 
mountain valleys, only one-sixth of the remaining 
population survived the plague. Finally, as a conse- 
quence of superstitious fears that the Jews perhaps had 
something to de with this series of calamities, the peo- 
ple began to massacre the members of Jewish com- 
munities and very few of them were left alive. 

Louis was of sterner stuff than his predecessor, 
John. and immediatety started in to curb the power 
of the nobles. Ruthiessly attacking such as would not 
submit to the rule of himself and Duchess Margaret, he 
destroread their castles and exiled those who world not 
submit. So, for several years, the horrors of civil war 
were added to the misfortunes of the Tyrolese. 

And tater there was still more war, and on a larger, 
fiercer scale, when the friends of the discarded John 
sought to revenge his wrongs.

UST 190 years ago this spring, when St. Louis 
had a population of 5500 and when it was an- 
nounced as an event of importance that the 


BideWalks in the town along Main street, the 
first city directory, published by John Paxton, 
was introduced to the citizens by the re- 
marks above. 

This pioneer work, which was not only a directory, 
but also a species of almanac, was sold at $f and con- 
tained the names of 749 families. 

Paxton, the publisher, had been for several years 
editor of the Philadelphia directory and register, and 
this probably suggested the idea of such a’work in St. 
Louis. For more than 30 years it was the only effort 
of the sort attempted here. Then Chambers & Knapp 
brought out the directory of 1854-55, which was the 
precursor of the annyal series of such works. 

so much of a classic had the 1821 directory become 
in the meantime that Chambers & Knapp reprinted it 

_at the back of their own volume. The publishers re- 
ferred to the original work quite patronizingjy, in 
view of the completeness of their own publication. 
But in the combined volume today, the later directory 
is just as much of a curiosity and arouses just as much 
interest as its predecessor. 

In the directory of 1821, however,.the chief attrac- 
tion to the reader of today is a preface and description 
of St, Louis, couched in the somewhat flowery lan- 
guage ‘with which one person of @ourtesy was likely 
to address another at that period. Paxton was some- 
what handicapped by the fact that many of the streets 
in St. Louis were not named. But this did not deter 
him. He simply named them himself and let the mat- 
ter go at that. 

‘The matter of fact fashion in which he undertook 
this task of nomenclature, generally considered the 
exclusive privilege of city officials, is well indicated 
in his preface, 

Paxton’s idea about St.-Louis being the largest town 
west of the Alleghenies was borne out shortly after- 
wards and-it was not until Chicago commenced to 
loom up that the place seemed threatened. According- 
ly, the 1870 census in St. Louis was a work of art. 
Wwnemies of the city always claimed that the family 
livestock was included in the computations, but how- 
ever this may_be, the 1480 census came as a distinct 
blow and Chicago soon drew into the lead. 

“Paxton opened his book with the 1820 census of the 

*State, which showed 66,607 populatidi for Missouri. 
Tye newly established Legislature had just defined 
the boundaries of certain counties, but these Were so 
vague that Ste. Genevieve’s returns also included jhose 
of Perry County, Franklin’s total included those of 
Gas: onade, and Howard's figures included those of 

Boone, Chariton and Ray. 

The entire county of St. Louis, including the city, 
had 9732 inhabitants, Howard and its three included 
counties had 13,427 and Ste. Genevieve and Perry com- 
bined had 5048. The population of Washington County 
was Vaguely guessed at, as, “say 3000,’ o 

It is typical of the times ihat Paxton opens his de- 
scription of the city with an account of the churches. 
The old Cathedral, on what is now Walnut street, had 
.been started in 1818 under the supervision of Gabriel 
Paul, the architect, and, as it then stood, was 40 feet 
front, 40 feet high and 135 feet in leagth. The wings 
then planifed provided for a frontage of 85 feet. “As 
for the interior, Paxton writes: 

“The Cathedral of St. Louis can boast of having no 
rival in-the United States for the magnificence; the 
Value and elegance of her sacred vases, ofnaments 
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and paintings and, indeed, few | 
churches in.Europe possess anything ~ 
superior.” .

To this day, 
the number of old buildings, once residences that evi- 
dently cost a large sum, that lie adjacent to Broadway 
in botti North and South St. Lovis, often causes com- 
ment from visitors. Carondelet was early an important 
settlement and similar communities developed along 
the river up as far as Baden. The tendency to extend 
the city westward did not come until years later. 

Market street was the middle of the town in those 
days and from the outset was .recognized as the di- 
tiding line between-the north amd south sections.

In ‘his numbering 
he placed the odd numbers of houses on the north side 
of the streets, as they are today; but he placed the odd 
numbers of north and south ‘streets on the east side 


. of those thoroughfares, instead of on the west side, 


as they are now. 

, This has caused many disputes when old directories 
are consulted for the whereabouts of a certain firm or 
building. 

At that time, several Indian mounds were prominent 
features-along Broadway. Adjacent to one of those, 
Col. Elias.Rector had established a pioneer amusement 
garden, Known as the Mound Garden, which was laid 
out with shrubs and was managed by James Gray.

Shelton of Anthony, Kan., who 
has but lately returned from 
Tibet. Since 1903 Dr. Shelton 
has served as a medical mis- 
sionary under the Foreign Chris- 
tian Missionary Society of West 
China. Having for so many years 
come into daily cantact with 
every phase of Tibetan life, from 
the highest to the lowest, at the 
station at Batang, he has many 
interesting and amusing stories 
to tell. He expects to go back 


some time during the year, for 
lately he has received an invi- 
tation from the Dalai Lama to 
found a hospital in Lhasa. This 
is certainly interesting, in the 
face of the fact that Mr. R. C. Andrews, who 
is to lead the expedition of the Natural His- 
tory Museum into Central Asia, has been unable 
te obtain permission from the Chinese Government 
to so much as enter Tibet. Evidently China is not 
willing that the world at large shall learn that one of 
its provinces has succeeded in winning independence. 

“In 1917,” Dr. Shelton continued, “the Chinese, find- 
ing things sufficiently quiet at home, decided to take 
the opportunity of bringing its rebellious province to 
terms. The Tibetans resisted, and a war ensued. At 
first the Chinese were confident of their superior 
force and comparatively superior arms; but, much to 
their surprise, they found themselves beaten all along 
the line. Unable to accoun for this, the authorities 
made careful inquiries, and discovered that their de- 
feats were due to the fact that the Tibetans were 
armed with modern British Lee-Enfield rifles!

HE American has never yet had to face the trials 

of Job. Great crises, like the Civil War, he has 
known how to surmount victoriously; and now that 
he has surmounted a second great crisis victoriously, 
it is possible that he may relapse, as he did in the other 
case, into an apparently complete absorption in mate- 
rial enterprise and prosperity. But if serious and ir- 
remediable tribulation ever overtook him, what would 
his attitude be? It is then that we should be able to 
discover whether materialism or idealism lies at the 
base of hic character. Meantime his working mind is 
not without his holiday. He spreads humor pretty 
thick and even over the surface of conversation, and 
humor is one form of moral emancipation. He loves 
landscape, he loves mankind and he loves knowledge: 
and in music at least he finds an art which he un- 
feignedly enjoys. In music and landscape, in humor 
and kindness, he touches the ideal more truly, per- 
haps, than in his ponderous academic idealisms and 
busy religions; for it is astonishing how much even 
religion in America is a matter of meetings, building 
funds, schools, charities, clubs and picnics. 


HE American is wonderfully alive; and his vital- 
6 tomy not having often found a suitabie outlet, makes 
him appear agitated on the surface; he is always let- 
ting off an unnecessarily loud blast of incidental steam. 
Yet his vitality is not superficial; it is inwardly prompt- 
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ed, and as sensitive and quick as a magnetic needle. 
He is inquisitive, and ready with an answer to any 
question that he may put to himself of his own ac- 
cord; but if you try to pour instruction into him, on 
matters that do not touch his own spontaneous life, 
he shows the most extraordinary powers of resistance 
and oblivescence; so that he is often remarkably ex- 
pert in some directions and surprisingly obtuse in 
others. He seems to bear lightly the sorrowful burden 
of human knowledge. In a word, he is young. 


HAT sense is there in this feeling, which we all 

have, that the American is young’ His country 
is blessed with as many elderly people as any other, 
and his descent from Adam, or from the Darwinian 
rival of Adam, cannot be shorter than that of his Eu- 
ropean cousins. Nor are his ideas always very fresh. 
Trite and rigid bits of morality and religion, with 
much seemly and antique political lore, remain axi- 
omatic in him, as in the mind of a child; he may carry 
all this about with an unquestioning familiarity which 
does not comport understanding. To keep traditional 
sentiments in this way insulated and wuncrit‘cised is 
itself a sign of youth. A good young man is natura:ly 
conservative on all] those subjects which his experiene 
has not brought to a test; advanced opinions on poli- 
tics, marriage or literature are comparatively rare in 
America: they are left for the ladies to discuss, and 
usually to condemn, while the men get on with their 
work. In spite of what is old-fashioned in his more 
general ideas, the American is unmistakab!'s young; 
and this, I should say, for two reasons: Orie, that he 
is chiefly occupied with his immediate environment,

But his enthusiasm for the future is 
profound; he can conceive of no more decisive way of 
recommending an opinion or a practice than to say 
that it is what everybody is coming to adopt. 


HE optimism of the pioneer is not limited to his 

view of himself and his own future: it starts from 
that; but feeling assured, safe and cheery within, he 
looks with smiling and kindly eyes on everything and 
everybody about him. Individualism, roughness and 
self-trust are supposed to go with selfishness and a 
cold heart: but I suspect that is a prejudice. It is

The Missouri Fur Co. is described in the preface as 
having been organized here with 25 clerks and inter- 
preters and 70 laborers. A settlement had been made 
on the Missouri at Council Bluffs amd steam traffic 
up the Missouri was being eagerly discussed. 


All these points are duly brought out in the intro- . 


duction to the directory. The introduction continues: 
“It is estimated that the annual] value of the Indian 
trade of the Missouri and Mississippi rivers is $600,000. 
The annual amount of imports of this town is $2,000,- 
000. The commerce by water is carried on by a great. 
number of steamboats, barges and keel. boats.” 
Paxton was talking for the future when he men- 
tioned the “great number” “of steamboats that cen- 
tered here: Four years later St. Louis was indeed a 


center of steamship trade ahd this developed so rapidly 


that by 1830 the real river days, of which Mark Twain 
wrote so affectionately, had a sateen 3 to last for 
_ nearly half a century. 

That he was optimisti> is shown by the following 
paragraphs in his introduction: 


™~ “Tt is contemplated at some future day to open a 


direct intercourse with India by the Missouri and Co- 
lumbia rivers. In the course of a few years, the Illi- 
nois River wil most probably be connected with Lake 
Michigan, which will ‘afford incalculable advantages 


eta this place, as it will open a direct water communi- 


cation, when the New York and Pennsylvania canals 
to the lake are completed, to Montreal, New York and 
Philadelphia.” ~ 

These rdseate dreams of 1821 have not yet been ful- 


filled, but imagination cost no more in those days © 


than it does today. His prediction of water traffic to 
Montreal over a prospective route not yet openetl, to 
meet some prospective canals} recalls the remark of 
the hungry soldier in the late war, who, looking at 
a glowing bed of coals with nothing to cook on it, 
remarked: j 

“If we had some pork, now, we could cook some pork 
and beans, provided we had the beans.” - 

Masonry was an important part of the seiaiiuaaie in 


those days. Thomas F. Riddick, founder of the pub> 


lic school system in St. Louis, was grand master of 
the Grand Lodge of the State of Missouri, Amos Wheel- 
er was high priest of the Royal Arch Chapter and 
Edward Bates was master of Missouri Lodge No. 12. 
Another organization having a place in the direc- 
tory is the Erin Benevolent Society, of which 
Jeremiah Connor “was president and Thomas Hanley 
vice president. 

Of course, the old familiar names in St. Louis his- 
tory appear in the directory. Thomas H. Benton’s 
residence is given as “North F, abové Church, near

Bennett's.” Berthold & Chouteau, fur merchants, are 
listed at 11 North Main. Maj. Thomas Biddle of the 


U. 8S. army lived at 99 South Main, southeast corner. 


of D street. Nowadays this would be near Poplar and 
Main. Col. Auguste Chouteau lived at 12 South Main 
street, opposite the market house, and Auguste P. 
Chouteau, Indian trader, was at 94 North Main. Wil- 
liam Clark, lately Military Governor of the tertitory, 
then lived at 103 North Main, at the southwest corner 
of E. Charles de Lassus, formerly Governtr of Upper 
Louisiana, lived near Bent’s mill. 


. Rufus Easton, for whom Easton avenue -was later 
named, then lived at 54 South Third street. Essex & 
Hough, the booksellers were at 60 North Main 
Thomas Forsythe, the Indian agent, lived at 192 North 
Main. Peter Lindell, then a merchant, lived at 21 
North Main. John Lindell & Co. had their store at 
the same address. Alexander McNair, Governor of 
Missouri, is put down as living ‘“‘on North Third, near 
the large Indian mound.” 

Gaius Paddock then ran a boarding house 24 
North Main. Numerous scions of the Papin family, 
whose occupations ranged from Indian trading to 
blacksmithing, were scattered along Main and Third 


streets. 


When the editor of the direciory found a house de- 
cidedly off some recognized street, as frequently hap- 
pened on the outskirts, he gave a genéral description of 
its whereabouts. Thus, Martin Stall, a victualler, who 
had stall No. 5 at the market house, was described as 
living ‘‘near Gov. McNair’s.” Mike Sullivan, a dray- 
man, was described as residing “above Gov._McNair’s.” 
William Sullivan, Justice of the Peace, had his court at 
88 North Main and his residence at Fourth and Chest- 
nut. Thomas F. Riddick, president of the Missouri 
Bank, then lived on South Fourth street, below F 
street, and his old house was standing until recently. 
Samuel Wiggins, who founded the Wiggins Ferry Co., 
lived at 164 North Main. 

Members of the North fire company included George 
H. Kennerly, captain; Jesse G. Lindell, lieutenant; 
Paul Anderson, Wilson M. McGunnegle, John O'Fallon, 
H. Papin, John B. Sarpy, Paul M. Gratiot, Bernard G. 
Farrar, Pierre Chouteau jr.. Henry von Phul, William 
Rector and Gabriel Paul. In the South fire company 
were Samuel R. Obear, W. G. Pettus, William Carr 
Lane, William\Renshaw and others. 


The directory itself was small in size and contained 


but 14 pages. The directory of 1854 and 1855, whichs 


followed it, was a substantial book, with 258 pages 
devoted to names and a general- description of local 


organizations, with an abundant array of advertising— 


that filled 75 pages additional. This was in the height 
of the steamboat days and at least 40 steamboats 
are listed as regular packets, that ran from St. Louis 
to points in Illinois and Missouri. Sixteen boats were 
in the Missouri River trade on regular service, seven 
ran on regular timetables to Louisville and others 


‘departed on regular échedule for Nashtille, Memphis 


and Cairo. 
A@vertising in this later directory is of especial in- 


terest. Circular steel saws were something new, as — 
“steam saw mills prior to that time had used a jig saw, 


operating in an upright frame. Many advertisemenis 
appeared of the iron\foundries here, which manufac- 
tured everything, from stoves to machinery. Liquor 
dealers advertised freely, among them being Charles 
Derby & €o. of 22 Water street, Roberts, Kerr & Co. 


pt 49 Levee, J. W. Sherman of 124 Levee, Michel & 


Roberts of 8 Second street, Maloney & Tilton of Pop- 
lar, near Main, and many others. - 

Eastern and gulf oysters were widely advertised. 
The Tremont Saloon, at Broadway and Wash, adver- 
tised regular arrivals of oysters by boat. As the B. & 
O. “Railroad had not then been pushed through from 
the East, all these oysters had to be shipped here on 
ice, and they must haye been an expensive luxury after 
the long trip by sea and up the Mississippi. 

Zeb and Otho Wetzel! rah a chemical and drug store 
at 39 North Main street and J. and C. Maguire had a 
drug store at Second and Olive. Drug stores at that 
period all handled paints, putty and window glass as 
well as drugs. 


Plumbers advertised in the directory of that year,. 


and it interesting to note that while Cincinnati 
claimed the first bath tub in the West, placing its fn- 
troduction some time in the middle ‘50s, both Turner 
& Bro. of 94 Washington avenue and Hill & Haywood 
of 100 Olive street ertised that they would install 
bath tubs in St. Lo They also adtertised hose for 
sale and gave the purchaser choice of leather or “In- 
dian rubber.” The fire companies all used leather 
hose in those days, the rub article doubtless being 
in an experimental stage. 

T. J. Albright of 27 Main street called attention to 
the fact that he was agent for the Colt and Allen re- 
volving, pistols. The Colt revolver had @ great name 
even then, and the cumbersome “Allen” was immor- 
talized by Mark Twain's satire in his work, “Rough- 
ing It.” | 

Gaty,‘'McCune & Co. were one of-a large array of 
foundry concerns that manufactured extensively. In 
fact, judging from the number of iron works that ad- 
vertised, that business was booming in St. Louis in 
those days. Jacob Blattner, an optician of 43 Second 
street, was advertising the magneto-electro machine, 
a novelty at that time. 

The directory closed with a list of the pilots li- 
censed with St. Louis as a home port. More than 160 
are in the list, and when it’is considered that every 
little town along the Mississippi had its quota, the 
importance of the steamboat industry can be imagined. 

Now that the century is rounded gut since the first 
directory appeared, it is interesting to contrast Pax- 
ton’s little pamphlet with its few hundred names to 
the ponderous tome whith eontains the list of residents 
of ‘today.

Considerable mystery surrounds the deaths of Louis, 
her husband, and Meinhard, her son, which occurred 
about a year apart.

The old story was that she removed Louis to prevent 
him from taking revenge upon Knight Conrad of 
Frauenberg, with whom she had long. kept up an in- 
trigue, which ned been the scandal] of the country. 
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And the legend further was that Meinhard had earned 
her iH-will by measures which, as ruler of Tyrol, he 
had taken to curtail her licentious life. 

Receiving the news of Meinhard’s death, and making 
a remarkably quick journey to Tyrol, Rudolph IV of 
Hapsburg was in the-town of Bozen 13 days later, and 


Margaret signed the deed of cession on the day after 


his arrival, Jan. 26, 1363. The deed surrendering Tyrol 
and Carinthia to her Hapsburg cousin was signed by 
14 of the principal nobles of Tyrol, including one of 
her most devoted favorites, Knight Hans von eerie 
berg. 

Of Ducltess Margaret’ gs escapades there are senmtbenn 
legends, some of them supported by history. Thus the 
story of her predilection for handsome peasant youths 
from the neighboring Passeyr Valley and her gifts to 
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those favorites, each of whom ryt small estate, 
to which nobJe rank was attached, is ply borne out 
by the chronicles of the time. 

Unusual privileges, such as immunity from taxa- 
tion and from local jurisdiction and the grant of no- 
bility which was bestowed upon peasant families in 
the neighborhood of Meran, and particularly in the 
Passeyr Valley, are ascribed as gifts of Duchess Mar- 
garet to her favorites. 

Well supported by history, also, are the sensatianal 
details of the divorce suit that followed her first mar- 
riage, details that fill many pages of two well-known 
Tyrolese histories. Though written in discreet Latin, 
many amusing passages are unsuitable for publication 
in the twentieth century since a spade was not called 
a shovel in those plain-spoken days

INCE the first year of the Civil War, Fanny 
Read has been waiting for Lieut. John Bel- 
lows to come back from battle, up the wind- 
ing road that leads out from the Flats, to 
their old trysting place, a great, gray, forbid-- 
ding building that was once a famous tav- 

“Nern and now is a deserted, ghostly shell, 
with one room occupied by an aged woman and 49 
rooms gone to dust and cobwebs and memories of a 
far-off splendid past. 

For the fourth time in these 59 years, Fanny Read 
lately left that grim prison, chosen by herself, to at- 
tend a funeral. And after the funeral she had dinner 
with a neighbor, the first time since 1861 that she 
has shown her face save in front of a coffin. 

Now.she has gone back—this time, she says, for- 
ever. 

Fifty-nine years ago last fall a blue-eyed, laughing 
hoyden, Fanny Read, who was the belle of ali that 
countryside between Windsor and Hancock, along the 
Erie on the line from Binghamton to Buffalo, was 
separated from her soldier lover, Lieut. John Bellows 
of_the 1@ist Regiment, New Ybrk Infantry. That is 
the secret of the life spent in the seclusion of a tav- 


ern that closed its doors more than a half century aga 


And ‘around it revolves as strange a romance as ever 
was written in fiction. 

Fanny Read comes of a Scotch family who came to 
America with the great fleet of 1630. Her grandfather, 
Stephen Read, built the first log cabin at Hancock 
in 1797. 

From the times of the earliest settlement of Han- 
cock the Read family dominated the countryside. It 
erected not only the huge old tavern in Hancock, but 
dozens of other houses, and at the time of the Civil 
War it was at the height of its power and glory. 

ft was in this heyday of prosperity that Fanny 
Read> the 18-year-old daughter of Riley Read, the 
proprietor of the then famous tayern, the American 
House, was known through all t section around 
Hancock as the cleverest and the prettiest girl in 
Hancock. 

The tavern was the center of all activities of the 
countryside, patronized by Delaware River raftsmen, 
stage drivers and travelers who-came from the coun- 
try 50 miles around by stage to 4ake the Erie at Han- 
eock for the East or West. There was many a gay 
party, the old-timers of Hancock recollect, and the 
gayest of all who attended them was Fanny Read. 

Yet ghe did not lose her heart to any country swain. 
Some say she was too proud, having been away to 
sehool, and felt herself a little above the young men 
of ‘the rural district. At any rate, the fall of 1861 
found her heart and fancy free. Then came the 10lst 
“regiment, New York Infantry, and camped 
at Hancock, en route to Washington 
and the front. While the regiment 
encamped on La Barre’s flats a half- 
mile east of the village, officers made 
merry‘ at the hotel. Among them was 
Tieut. John Bellows of the Quartermaster 


Self-immured in the tumble-down tavern of Hancock, since 
her soldier lover marched away 59 years ago, the“lone 
daughter of Riley Read still; plays ghostly love tunes on 
her antique spinet, and never shows her 
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Riley Read saw his little girl 
in the embrace of the man 
in blue—“You will never see 
his face again!” he told her. 


Department. He is the man who has filled Fanny 
Read's life. He stepped into it, resplendent in his 
blue uniform and gold buttons, with his polished ways 
and his pretty compliments, and the little country 
girl's head went awhirl. Her father, a man always re- 
markable for his iron will, taciturnity and sternness, 
said to her time and again: 

“You must not see Bellows. 
You must forget him.” 

The daughter had a will of her own. Her father’s 
reprimands served only to send her to the officer’s arnfs. 

The climax came one night in the late fall—59 years 
ago. 

“Where's Fanny?” asked Riley Read, as he came 
into his hotel on this night. 

“She’s in the parlor,” said Fanny’s mother, a mild, 
quiet-mannered woman. ‘Quartermaster Bellows is 
there, too.” 

Riley Read strode through the hall, flung open the 
door to the parlor, and saw his little girl in the em- 
brace of the man in blue. 

Before the officer could move, Riley Read had him 
by the throat. He hurled him out of the tavern. He 
went back to his daughter. 

“You will never see his face again,” he told her. 

Then he placed her in a room at a far end of the 
building. For three months Fanny Read was kept 
there. 

The i0ist Infantry marched away. Quartermaster 
Bellows marched with it. Fanny heard the tramp of 
their feet as they passed down the road in front of 
the hotel Quartermaster Bellows marched out of 
town without a message or a sign to Fanny Read, and 
out of her life. } , 

She has tever heard from him since. Some say he 
was killed in the South. Others say that he lived 
through the war, and lost his affection for the little 
country girl. 

But the little country girl did not lose her affec- 
tion for her soldier lover. She waited for him. She 
waited through her youth and her young womanhood 
and on to old age. #rom that night, when Riley 
Read, in white-het anger, flung her into a room and 
locked the door, she has never stepped out of that 
house except four times, three times to attend a 
funeral, once in fear of fire. 

As the months passed, the people of Hancock began 


. -

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to realize that Fanny Read's seclusion was more than 
a passing fancy. She not only remained inside the 
building, but she remained in her own rooms. In the 
six.years that a music teacher, her cousin, boarded at 
tire el then, she did not catch one glimpse of the 
girl. \ 

The effect of the strange romance began to tell upon 
Riley Read, the father. It-began to have its effect 
tpon the patronage of the old ‘hotel. The popularity 
of the place began to pass. There was something un- 
canny about the big, barren building and the girl who 
buprisoned herself there, and gfadually the patronage 
Was transferred to newer and less mysterious taverns. 
Seven years after the regiment marched away, Riley 
Read quietly gave up the hotel business and locked the 
great front door. 

That was 52 years ago. 

The big doorstep in front was removed. The en- 
trance was barred. The windows were locked. The 
place has remained the same for more than half a 
century--the once white paint growin® more dingy, 
the great letters sprawled across the whole front, 
“American Hotel,” growing dimmer, the mystery 
of the lone occupant fm the western corner growin? 
deeper. ; 

For many years, the only evidence to the people 
of Hancock that Fanny Read st#l! [fd in that bar- 
ren house came on moonlight nights. -Faifit, tinkly 
music filtered out then from behind drawn curtains 
of the parlor. Fanny Read was playing old, old lve 
tunes on the spinet. ’ 

* The parlor-where Riley Read came upon Fanny 
Read and Quartermaster BelloWs 59 years ago—re- 
mains today as it was then. In one corner is the 
ancient sofa, hopse-hair covered; in another is the 
spinet. On the walls hang a few old oil paintings. 

In 1891 Fanny’s mother died. That was the time 
the people of Hancock had their opportunity to see 
the woman whom ‘they could only remember as a 
bright-eyed, happy little girl. There had been three 
other funerals before that attended by Fanny, but at 
no time had she lifted her heavy black vei) so that 
her face might be plainly seen. 


At ber motlrer’s funeral, she did. Bending over the 
coffin, Fanny Read raised her veil and pressed her 
lips for an iffstant to those of her dead mother. The 
people who saw her say that her own-were no less 
white than those in the coffin. — 


.Thirty-two years of seclusion had made Fanny 
Read, even. then, an aged woman. A few weeks ago, 
when she attended the funeral of her brother, E. Dar- 
win Read, her appearance was much the same, people 
said, as in 1891. She is faded and wrinkled, as any 
woman of 77 would be, but she has the general appear- 
ance of health. 

One more chapter of this woman’s life. Perhaps 
stranger than any ofthe others. At any rate, the most 
ironic: 

Fire broke out in Hancock in 1882. It destroyed 19 
houses adjoirfng Riley Read's hotel. Al! of the < 
belonged to him. His loss Was staggering. Then there 
followed other temporary business reverses, and he 
transferred the title to the hotel to his’ daughter, 
Fanny. ~ 

That wes her chance. From that day to this, Fanny 
Reed, whose life was wrecked by her father’s whim, 
has ruled the affairs of the Read family. As her father 
once dominated her, so she, after she got the title to his 
hotel, dominated him until he died. 

When she was locked in the room back in 1861, the 
neighbors say, she pleaded with her father to let her 
out to see her lover. Her father made always the same 
reply: 

“Wait!” 

After the title to the property was given to her, 
her father sought to recover it, and to dispose of the 
big building that brought no income and was eating 
itself up with taxes. 

Then Fanny Read made always to him the same 
reply. He must have remembered hearing the word 
before. Fanny remembered well enough. 

“Wait! she told him. 

He died, still waiting. 

In the fire which destroyed the greater part of the 
Read real estate, the hotel was the last to ignite, and 
was only slightly damaged. But Fanny Read, with the 
town burning, was forced to flee from her prison.
